As a result of the above tables, which 
are thought to be reasonably accurate, it 
will be seen that the capacity daily of the 
present sulphite mills amounts to 400,000 
pounds, while the amount of sulphite need- 
ed daily by the paper mills amounts to 387,- 
500 pounds, leaving an excess of sulphite 
of 12,500 pounds daily. Now, if it is taken 
into consideration that 20 per cent., per- 
haps, ought to be taken off of the maxi- 
mum machine capacity of the paper mills, 
as set forth in the tables, to represent the 
actual product of all the mills, it will be 
seen at once that the disparity between the 
capacity of the sulphite mills and the quan- 
tity of sulphite that can be used will be 
greater than 12,500 pounds daily, so that

any new sulphite mills are not urgently in 
demand. 

This being the state of things in the 
West, it will be interesting to notice in this 
connection, as I am able to say this week, 
that a paper-making department is to be 
added at once to the mill of the Manufac- 
turing Investment Company, located at 
Madison, Me. It is the purpcse of the 


company to arrange immediately for put- 


ting in two paper machines that will have 
a capacity of from 20 to 25 tons of fibre ma- 
nillas. daily. The improvements that have 
been made during the past two or three 
years at the Madison mill have been such 
as to provide both room and power for 
such an enterprise as this, so that little or 
no extra building work will have to be 
done. In making these fibre manillas it 
is the purpose of the company to use hem- 
lock fibre largely. It has been very suc- 
cessful in making this hemlock fibre. All 
preparations are now vigorously in hand 
for putting in the paper machines, and it is 
expected that they will be running early 
next summer.

The Government to Investigate.

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 6, 1898. 
. The troublesthat- hagebeen brewing so 
long ‘between the Piedmont Paper Com- 
pany and the authorities with reference to 
the pollution of the Potomac River at 
Cumberland, Md., has been brought to the 
attention of Congress to-day in a bill that 
has been introduced by Representatiye 
Bartholdt, asking for the appointment of a 
commission to investigate fully the matter 
of the pollution of rivers and other natural 
water sources of supply, where the sanitary 
condition of mere than one State is affected 
er threatened by pollution; the commission 
to consist of three members to be appointed 
by the President with the consent of the 
Senate, each member to receive a remu- 
neration of $10 per day; the headquarters 
of the commission to be in this city, and 
that authority be extended to it to make 
use of the- services of chemical, bacterio- 
logical, and sanitary experts, and of such 
‘persons as it may deem necessary to 
employ to obtain the end in view.

Canadian Timber Limits. 





There was an auction sale of the W. 
Mason & Son’s timber limits at Ottawa, 
Canada, on December 1. 

The first limit offered was 388 and 3890 
on Big Lake River, Du Moine, Que., 
containing 100 square miles. It was sold 
to E. B. Eddy for $35,000, which, including 
the shanty, accoutrements and provisions, 
valued at $10,000, makes the price $45,000. 

The second limit offered was on the 
Coulonge, and measured 245 square miles. 
This was sold to E. B. Eddy for $20,000. 

The Mason mills at Mechanicsville were 
also put up and sold to Mr. Eddy for $84,- 
600, which price also includes the shanty 
supplies.

A NEW SULPHUR COMPANY. 


IT WILL MINE ITS ORE IN 
SOUTH ASERICA. 





Some Prominent Members of the Trade 


Are Said to Be Interested—It May 
Be Known as the International Sul- 
phur Company. 





Several members of the paper trade in 
this city, some of whom are officers in the 
International Paper Company, are inter- 
ested in the formation of a new company 
to mine sulphur in South America. 

The new company will probably be in- 
corporated under the laws oi the State of 
New York within the next thirty days. It 
is altogether likely that it will be called 
the International Sulphur Company. 

The organizers say they own some val- 
uable deposits in South America, about as 
far north on the western coast as Chili or 
Peru, and that they can deliver sulphur in 
the Western United States at surprisingly 
low figures. They also promise some 
startling announcements concerning sul- 
phur for paper-makers’ use once the com- 
pany is launched. It is said that the Eng- 
lish sulphur trust, the Anglo-Sicilian Sul- 
phur Company, will find itself in a fair way 
to lose all its American customers when 
the Company begins 
operations. 

Among the gentlemen who have been 
interested in the formation of the company 
are: William E. Spier, treasurer; Warner 
Miller, secretary, and T. S. Coolidge, man- 
ager of the department of transportation, 
of the International Paper Company; 
Frank Squier, of Perkins, Goodwin & Co.; 
A. Pagepstecher, Jr., and H. D. Selleck, of 
White Plains, New York. 

H. D. Selleck, the chief promoter of the 
company, has recently retutned from a trip 
to South America, where he made an ex- 
haustive examination of the deposits on the 
company’s property. When the organiza- 
tion of the company is complete, Perkins, 
Goodwin & Co. are to be its general agents 
for New York and New England. 

The names of three officers of the Inter- 
national Paper Company having been con- 
nected with the scheme, it has become 
noised abroad that the news combine was 
backing the company. This, however, was 
denied by the private secretary of one of 


the gentlemen interested.

ACCIDENT AT WATERTOWN. 


One [ian Killed and Four Injured by 
~  ‘Bxplosion of a Steam Pipe.

WATERTOWN, N. Y., December 8, 1898. 

Five men were scalded by an explosion 
of steam in the engine room of the new 
portion of the C. R. Remington & Sons 
Co.’s mill at Glen Park Wednesday morn- 
ing. For some time past workmen have

been busy setting up a new engine in the | 


new portion of the mill. The connection 
between the boiler and the engine was 
made Sunday, and the steam pipes between | 


the two had been under pressure ever since. | 


The feed pipethat ran from the boiler tothe 
engine was 6 inches in diameter, and the 


| 


end of the pipe, beyond the connection to | 


the engine, terminated in a T, the two 
branches of which were plugged. The T 
was braced by a large timber, 6x6 inches, 
between it and one of the supporting joists 
of the building. 

Some employees of the mill were work- 
ing in the engine room yesterday morning 
about 9 o’clock, completing preparations to 
start the huge engine, when the T at the 
end of the feed pipe split, and the room was 
filled with scalding steam. The heavy tim- 
ber ‘that was braced against the T was 
thrown out of position, and some of the 
men who were directly in front of the blast 
of the escaping steam were thrown half 
way across the main building. The men 


were deep down in the mill, below many 
tons of machinery, and in a labyrinth of 
passages and a forest of timbers that sug- 
gest the interior of a coal mine. The 
boiler house is some distance from the 
engine room, and it was five minutes or 
more before the flood of scalding steam 
could be shut off. Fortunately, most of the 
men had been blown or had crawled so 
far from the burst steam pipe that they 
were exposed to direct contact with the 
steam for only a comparatively short time. 
As soon as the steam could be shut off 
the injured men were conveyed upstairs by 
their fellow-workmen and placed in the pri- 
vate office of Charles H. Remington, man- 
ager of the mill. Meanwhile physicians 
were summoned to attend to their injuries. 
The injured men are: W. H. Meeker, Gale 
timekeeper, face, hands, arms and 
legs badly scalded; John Warren, superin- 
tendent, Glen Park, face, hands, arms and 
legs scalded; Frank E. Brown, fireman, of 
Glen Park, hands, face and legs scalded 
and badly bruised; James A. McMasters, 
paper maker, No. 6 New York avenue, 
hands, face and legs scalded; Charles Daw- 
son, machinist from Watertown Steam 
Engine Company, No. 95 Main street, back 
of head and right arm scalded. All the men 
were removed to their homes in carriages 
as soon as their injuries had been dressed. 
Mr. Meeker died at 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing as the-result of his injuries. . F, M,

Suit Over Sulphite Patents. 


The ‘Manufacturing Investment Com- 
pany, Madison, Me., has entered suit for 
$75,000 damages against the International 
Sulphite Fibre and Paper Company, De- 
trot, Mich. The International company 
has been insolvent for years, and is in the 
hands of a receiver. The company had a 
contract with the Manufacturing Invest- 
ment Company for the use of certain pat- 
ents for the manufacture of sulphite fibre, 
which claims that it did not get the exclu- 
sive use of them, as called for in the con- 
tract. The dispute is one of long standing, 
and to bring it to a focus the plaintiff en- 
tered suit for royalties allege to be due.

Does Not jot Infringe. 


Judge Colt, in the Un United States Circuit 
Court, Boston, on Tuesday, dismissed the 
bill in equity brought by the Cushman Pa- 
per Box Machine Company vy. H. W. 
Goddard et al., for an accounting and an 
injunction to restrain the defendants from 
an alleged infringement of patent 364,161, 
issued to George H. Cushman on May 31 
1887, The patent was for an improve- 
ment in paper box machines whereby the 
blank which is to form one end of the box 
is pasted and then automatically fed for- 
ward into position above the box rest, 
where its pasted sides are brought into 
contact with the body of the box. The 
court holds that the defendants’ machine 
does not infringe.

FRANK WALKER WOITE 


‘THE GRAND JURY RETURNS A 
TRUE BILL AGAINST HIM. 


Assistant District Attorney Henry W. 
Unger Calls Sterling E. Smith as a 
Witness—Case May Be Tried Next 
Month. 





Frank R. Walker was indicted for grand 
larceny by the grand jury on Tuesday of 
this week. 

Assistant District Attorney Henry W. 
Unger, in charge of the indictment bureau 
and in whose hands the papers in the case 
have been quietly resting since October 28, 
presented the evidence to the grand jury 
and asked for the indictment. “Sterling E. 
Smith, also accused of grand larceny, was 
one of the witnesses called to testify against 
Walker. The other witnesses were Henry 
C. Kelley, who made the original com- 
plaint, and Detective P. F. Gargan, of Cap- 
tain McCluskey’s office. Two additional 
witnesses were called, but their testimony 
was not required. Assistant District Attor- 
ney Unger has not asked as yet for Ster- 
ling E. Smith’s indictment. 

Walker’s case will be tried in General 
Sessions. It may be put on the calendar 
for the January term. 

The delay in bringing the indictment 
against Walker is attributed in certain 
quarters to the influence brought to bear 
by Walker and his friends. They have 
boasted of their pull and theit powerful in- 
fluence. The reasons assigned for the de- 
lay by the indictment bureau were that 
it could not be disposed of sooner because 
there were too many prison cases ahead of 
it, The papers were in the hands of Assist- 
ant District Attorney Unger six weeks be- 
fore the case was presented to the grand 
jury. 

In the meantime the district attorney's 
was being besieged by Walker's 

friends, and letters were written urging that 
the prosecution of Walker be stopped. It 
looked for a time as if the efforts being 
made in Walker’s behalf would be crowned 
with success. One of the employees of the 
| district attorney’s office voiced an opinion 
when he said: “We want to go easy on 
him.” Again, this same employee said: “I 
don’t think the case against Walker will 
ever come to anything.” 

It is worth noting, however, that de- 
spite all the wire pulling and all the influ- 
ence being brought to bear upon the dis- 
trict attorney’s office to have the proceed- 
ings against Walker dropped, Assistant 
District Attorney Charles Le Barbier stood 
firm in his conviction of Walker's guilt 
and steadily urged his indictment and trial. 
Mr. Le Barbier insisted that Walker should 
be punished for his misdeeds, and declared 
it was the district attorney’s duty to see 
that he was punished. It is regarded as 
likely that District Attorney Gardiner will 
assign Mr. Le Barbier to try the case when 
it comes up

SHORT IN HIS ACCOUNTS. 


Ww. W. Davis, Secretary of the Station- 
ers’ Board of Trade, Confesses to 
Misappropriating Money. 


William W. Davis, for twelve years the 
secretary of the Stationers’ Board of 
Trade, is a self-confessed embezzler of 
$2,400 worth of the moneys entrusted to 
his care, and he and his confederate, F. B. 
Dunham, the head bookkeeper, have been 
dismissed from the employ of the board. 

The American Surety Company, which 
was on Secretary Davis’ bonds for $1,000, 
has been notified of the defalcation, but it 
has not yet been called upon to pay the 
amount of the bond, pending a possible 
settlement by Mr. Davis. 

Secretary Davis confessed to his appro- 
priation of the board’s funds on November 
15, He said that the bookkeeper, F. B. 
Dunham, had falsified the books at his 
command, and exonerated the latter from 
the additional odium of having shared in 
the money stolen, 

Mr. Davis’ confession was made to Pres- 
ident Henry C. Bainbridge, of the board, 
when it seemed no longer possible to hide 
the shortage. President Bainbridge at 
once dismissed both Davis and Dunham 
from the board’s employ, and appointed 
E. H. Loveless temporary secretary. 

Secretary Davis’ confession was a shock 
to President Bainbridge and the trustees 
of the Stationers’ Board of Trade. Mr. 
Davis was known to be a man of steady 
habits and quiet in his tastes. He was 
honored and respected by all who knew 
him, and in his’ business dealings he en- 
joyed an enviable reputation for honesty 
and straightforwardness. He has been the 
secretary of the Stationers’ Board of Trade 
for twelve years, and during the greater 
part of that time, according to his own 
confession, he has’ been abstracting money 
from the cash drawer, for which he has 
failed to account in his regular reports. 
As the amount of money which the board 
has on hand is never very large, his pecu- 
lations were necessarily small, probably 
not more than $4 or $5 a week. And yet 
for this petty sum he was willing to sacri- 
fice a position of $2,500 a year and the re- 
spect of all his business associates. 

Secretary Davis was unmarried, and 
lived with his sister in First place, Brook- 
lyn. He is a member of the Lincoln Club 
of Brooklyn, and at one time belonged to 
the Twenty-third Regiment, N. G., S. 
M.-F 

What he did with the money he got will 
probably never be known. Those who 
knew him intimately say they never saw 
him under the influence of liquor, and that 
he never gambled. His close attention to 
duty was remarkable. He could always be 
found at his desk. He was on hand as 
early as 9 o'clock, and stayed often as late 
as 6:30 and 7 at night. He never took a 
vacation, 

The steady strain began to tell upon him

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finally, and recently it was noticed that he 
appeared in bad health. President Bain- 
bridge urged him to take a vacation. This 
he refused to do. At the November meet- 
irz of the board of frustees President 
Bainbridge caused a resolution to be in- 
troduced thanking Mr. Davis for his la- 
bors and extending him a two weeks’ leave 
of absence with full pay. It was passed 
unanimously. After the meeting the secre- 
tary asked the president to remain, and 
taking him aside, he said: 

“I’m not going to take this two weeks’ 
vacation.” 

“Why, man, you need it,” answered Mr. 


Bainbridge. “You're a_ physical wreck, 
and you must take a rest.” 
Davis persisted. “I tell you I can’t,” 


he said, and a strangely haunted look came 
into his eyes. 

“Davis,” said Mr. 
something you have to tell me.” 

“No,” replied the other, “there isn’t.” 

“Davis, there is! Now, what is it?” 

“Well,” said Davis, “I'll be frank with 
you. My books are short.” 

He said he had taken the money in small 
sums and had intended putting it back. 
His method was to put a ticket in the cash 
box for every dollar. taken. He looked 
upon the transaction as a loan, which he 
intended paying back when he was paid 
his salary. These little “loans” were kept 
from the knowledge of the trustees by the 
bookkeeper ordered to falsify the 
accounts. 

Following the discharge of Davis, ex- 
perts were put upon the books, and it was 
several days before they were able to dis- 
cover the method by which the defalcation

Last week, in our news columns, we an- 
nounced that William W. Davis, who for a 
long term of years has been the secretary 
of the Stationers’ Board of Trade, had been 
superseded in that position. This week we 
print the story of the cause which led to 
his dismissal from the position of secre- 
tary. It is the same cause which has led to 
the downfall and consequent dismissal of 
others who have been placed in positions 
of trust—the taking of money which be- 
longed to other people. According to the 
printed reports, Davis began to peculate at 
a comparatively early date after his election 
as secretary, and has continued to do so 
during all the years that he has been the 
trusted servant of the board and the execu- 
tive head of its office force. He seems to 
have taken only small amounts at a time, 
his “shortage” aggregating $2,400 in a pe- 
riod of about ten years. Perhaps the vilest 
part of the whole transaction was his di- 
recting one of his subordinates—the book- 
keeper of the board—to cover up the trans- 
actions by falsifying the books of account. 
Davis had been the trusted officer of the 
organization. He enjoyed the fullest con- 
fidence of his employers, and no more 
ample evidence is required of this than the 
fact that a committee of the board, presum- 
ably after an investigation, certified each 
year that his accounts were correct, and 
he himself was thereafter regularly re-elect- 
ed secretary for the ensuing year. No bet- 
ter proof of his standing with his employ- 
ers could be required and none could be 
and yet he grossly 
He not only went 


more satisfactory; 
abused the confidence. 
down himself, but he dragged down with 
him one who was under his direction and 
control, and upon whom a wife and five 
children were dependent. These cases are 
always sad. They call forth for the inno- 
cent sufferers the full sympathy of every 
one acquainted with the facts, and while 
that is so there are other features of the 
case to be considered as to the guilty. The 
board of trustees at a meeting held yester- 
day compelled Davis to make restitution. 
They arranged to have him pay back 
that which he took—that which did not be- 
long to him, nor yet to the trustees, but 
rather to those for whom the trustees act 
Getting back the money is 


all well enough in itseway, but the board 
of trustees, by its example, has allowed

itself to ‘be put in a position of say- 
ing to its employees, “You can steal the 
money which we hold in trust, provided 
you return it when you are caught,” and 
we say in all seriousness to the board that 
its present course is wrong. It has no 
right to allow itself to be forced into such 
Such a course of action is not 
right to itself, to those for whom it holds 
the trust, nor yet to those employees who 
have been faithful, If such a policy is es- 
tablished it will only work harm, and great 


harm, in the future.

WATERTOWN. 
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WATERTOWN, N. Y., December 8, 1898. 

Owing to the big snowstorms which have 
visited this section for the past week local 
business is greatly hampered, although no 
damage to any extent has been reported: 
yet it looks as though the majority of mills, 
especially those that are any great distance 
from the sulphite or wood mills, and which 
depend on their daily supply of sulphite or 
ground wood being drawn to their mill, 
will suffer unless the weather changes. Al- 
though the Watertown Paper Company re- 
ceived a very large supply to-day it is not 
at all probable that it will receive any more 
for a few days to come, as a big storm 
passed over this section last night, and the 
roads are well blocked. It is surprising to 
note the number of mills in this section 
that depend on the teamsters to keep them 
supplied with sulphite or ground wood, 
which is very inconvenient, to say the 
least. But this condition of things must go 
on for the simple reason that the railroad 
people want an unreasonable rate for carry- 
ing the supplies. The Watertown Paper 
Company depends on its teamsters coming 
every day from Black River, a distance of 
about 6 miles from its paper mill. Be- 
sides this one, most all the mills along the 
river below Watertown, especially those in 
Brownville, depend on their supply being 
drawn a distance of § to 7 miles. 

Jerry Holdridge, of Lyons Falls, while 
going to work in the Gould Paper Com- 
pany’s mill, in crossing the canal lock on a 
plank fell onto the breast well, about 20 
feet below. He fell from there into the 
water, a distance of 10 feet, and when, a 
quarter of an hour later, his body was re- 
covered, life was extinct. Mr. Holdridge 
was aged sixty-two years, and was highly 
respected in Lyons Falls, where he had 
lived several years.

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AMONG THE MILLS.

BROOKLYN, N. Y., December 8, 1898. 
Ever since wood pulp has agitated the 
‘gray matter” of a paper maker’s head 
there has been trouble with sulphite di- 
gesters. It has been my privilege dur- 
ing the past week to be “in on the ground 
floor’ at a number of interesting digester 
“incidents.” That’s the proper word nowa- 
days for anything that happens, from the 
cracking of a digester shell to the smash- 

ing of a war-ship. 
But the digesters 


, 


in these “incidents’ 
| will not state where they are, for it will 
do no good. It is safe to say, however, 
that the owners thereof will never be 
caught that way again. There is no par- 
ticular lining that is free from trouble 
through negligence. In fact it seems to 
reach all alike with great impartiality. Par- 
ties running the straight lead line digesters 
are even in fear of cracks in the lining 
thereof; so much so, that they punch the 
steel shell full of holes that an escape of 
gas may give timely warning of the most 
insignificant leak. With this form of di- 
gester expansion and contraction of shell | 
and lining are the worst things to be en- 
countered. Both shell and lining are so 
thin that the movement is very rapid. 

Every time the digester is charged and 
cooked the temperature thereof runs 
through a range of over 200°. Cooling does 
more damage to the lead- lined digester 
than heating, for when steam is turned on 
the digester is fullpf cold liquid and chips; 
therefore the heating operation must be a 
slow and gradual one. But not so when it 
cools down. 
a temperature of about 300°, and then, be- 
ing empty, the temperature drops suddenly 
when steam is cut off.. As cooling takes 
place from the outside, the steel 
shrinks first, and becomes too small for the 
lead lining, which must either be ¢om- 
pressed or wrinkled, usually the latter. 

Then when pressure is again put into the 
digester the iead is forced against the shell 
in every direction, and if there beany slight 
corrugations or compressed spots they 
suffer from new strains in opposite direc- 
tions from the cooling strains. As these 
movements take place at every charge of 
the digester it is mot to be wondered at 
that the linings sometimes leak. The 
greater wonder is that any digester will 
stand such severe treatment twice a day, 
month in and month out. Close inspection, 
prompt repairs and the closest care are the 
only things that enable lead-lined digest- 
ers to run at the rate they do. 


are experienced from expansion and con- 
traction, with the disadvantage of having 
a fragile instead of a flexible lining. Here, 
quick cooling from the outside cannot 
buckle the lining without cracking it, and 
when pressure is put on, the destruction, 
already begun by cooling, is quickly com- 
pleted by internal pressure and expansion 
before the steel shell can respond. Truly 
the lot of the digester man is far from be- 
ing a happy one. 

When the brick-lined digester is used a 
new order of things is instituted. Here we 
have a stiff lining in the form of an arch, 
and there is no danger of cracking or 
buckling it by external pressure. Another 
hing, the mass of the lining, some 6 or 
inches thick, holds the heat and prevents 
a sudden cooling to a great degree. There 
» then no danger of a sudden heating or

The remedy for this is also prompt, con- 
tinuous and minute repairs. At least once 
every week the digester should be entered, 
the lining closely examined and the bricks 
pointed wherever necessary, and a good 
deal of pointing will have to be done from 
one time to another in every brick-lined di- 
gester. No man would think of starting up 
a steam boiler and running it for months 
without even looking into it! They used to 
do such things years ago, but everybody 
who tried it soon got other jobs at push- 
ing clouds or starting new graveyards. A 
few try it occasionally nowadays, but they 
are all farmers or saw-mill men, and they | 
never try it but once apiece. 

Does it not seem singular, to say the 
least, that a large paper making concern 


were damaged through sheer negligence; | should start a digester and run it continu- 


ously, Sundays and all, without even look- 
ing inside? It does seem queer, to say the 
least, particularly as the concern in ques- 
tion, through the proper person, was in- 
structed to inspect the inside of the di- 
gester once every week, and to point up 
every joint that showed the least sign of 
being attacked. 

When the liquor and gas finally got 
through the steel shell and a man was sent 
for from the digester makers to inspect the 
concern he found “a state of things.” 
Seemingly every brick was loose, as far as 
cement was concerned, and the whole in- 
terior of that digester had much the ap- 


| pearance of an old weather-beaten chim- 





ney the mortar of which had nearly all 
disappeared before the action of the ele- 
ments. This digester had been neglected 
so long that pointing will probably fail to 
make things good, and it may be necessary 
to take down one or both the brick courses 
and relay them. 

Had frequent inspections been made, 
and slight cement pointings applied, the 
cavities between the brick would never 
have attained much depth, and the weekly 
dab of cement makes everything as good 


|as new. Not only must the brick-lined di- 


gester have constant care and repairs, but 
the cement-lined and the straight lead- 
lined must have the same service. Like all 
other paper mill repairs, they must be 


| made in digesters as in belts and gears, 


“just before they are needed,” if the mill is 
to be prosperous and make money for its 
owners. 

Almost any kind of sulphite digester can 
be made to do good work, and lots of it, 
if properly taken care of and intelligently 
operated. On the other hand, no digester, 


|no matter how made or lined, will stand 


up under constant usage unless properly 
handled and repaired. It is safe to sur- 
mise that in the two cases noted there will 
not be a recurrence of either event. The |

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I note by THe Journat that the Lauren- 
tide Pulp Company, Limited, at Grande 
Mere, P. Q., has paid $5,000 for a perpetual 
right to use the water and islands in the 
Shawenegan River, near that, place. It 
may be interesting to know that the present 
plant of the Laurentide Company is so con- 
structed that its present output, or the out- 
put which the present plant can turn out, 
can be duplicated at any time in twelve 
months’ time. Also that on the opposite 
side of the St. Maurice River at Grande 
Mere Falls is an excellent undeveloped 
water power, so fashioned by nature that 
little blasting will be necessary to improve 
it. The water in the St.#Maurice River is 
ample for both powers, after each has been 
developed, to double the capacity of that 
now installed by the Laurentide Company. 

A few miles down the St. Maurice River 
is another and even better mill site than 
at Grande Mere, and a few miles further 
down at the head of river navigation is a 
third mill privilege, of excellent character, 
and which will have good water shipment 
when improved. 

It seems to be quite a scheme at present 
for Americans to invest capital in Cana- 
dian spruce lands and mill sites, and some 
of these fellows may be found to have both 
bowers and the joker up their sle¢ves,when 
the time comes to look elsewhere than in 
the United States for a supply of wood 
pulp and news paper. There’s a “nigger in 
the wood-pile” here, and a mighty big nig- 
ger, too. Some day he will pop out, and 
American paper makers will find that the 
nigger owns the whole wood-pile. 

Some of the American paper men have 
some smart things in thus “casting an an- 
chor to windward,” by acquiring Canadian 
spruce lands and the water power nces- 
sary to work the wood into pulp. They 
will be all right in the time of need, when, 
twenty years from now, there may not be 
spruce enough left in this country. 

But there is a chance now to do some- 
thing real cute, a regular Yankee trick, in 
fact. Instead of cutting off to Canada to

MIAMI VALLEY. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 





DAYTON, Ohio, December 8, 1898. 

Generally, only the most encouraging re- 
ports are at hand from paper mill centres. 
There are reports to the contrary, but they 
are exceptions, fortunately. 

Said a prominent Indiana manufacturer 
who happened in the valley this week: 

“In my opinion there is no question that 
conditions will continue to improve. The 
period of real depression has passed into 
history. Manufacturers in general are in 
receipt of more inquiries than for several 
years. I find it my experience that many 
of these inquiries come from the East, and 
they indicate one favorable thing above all 
others, viz., that prices are stiffening, and 
that manufacturers are not disposed to part 
with their stock without a profit. Nat- 
urally buyers and jobbers accustomed to 
close figures are querying the whole trade 
in search of lower prices. Should all re- 
main firm an improvement will soon be no- 
ticed, and the trade will resume the even 
tenor of its way. 

“Yes, there was a time when manufac- 
turers were willing to sacrifice their stock 
in fear of losing their trade. Many were 
compelled to turn the stock into cash at 
any proposed reduction, 
the conditions. 

“I look fora prolonged period of pros- 
perity. Manufacturers and jobbers § are 
alike observing caution in the conduct of 
their business. They are more conservative 
than in the past, and do not buy recklessly. 
Above all they are looking out for the 
profit in the sales of to-day.” 

In this gentleman’s opinion the depres- 
sion taught a severe but valuable lesson. 

I met another manufacturer who had re- 
ceive, orders from foreign lands for ma- 
chinery. These orders were bagged in the 
course of a few months and represented 
years of work in this country. He said 
that American machinery had precedence 
over any other make, and that if makers in 
this country had any regard for their fu- 
ture they would develop foreign trade at 
whatever cost. He regretted Germany’s 
profit-making habit of copying American 
made machinery, and producing practically 
the same designs for the same price. 

Another well-known manufacturer down 

the valley remarked that at no time in the 
history of tablet-making was the business 
so dull. Yet he was inclined to attribute this 
suddenly developed slump to the approach- 
ing holidays. Papeteries have been in 
heavy démand, but are now a trifle dull. 

The Greenfield (Ind.) straw paper plant 
of the Weston Paper Company, a Dayton 
corporation, has not yet been removed. It 
will be remembered that the company be- 
came weary of battling in the courts and 
decided to select another site if the proper 
inducements were forthcoming. However, 
the removal has not yet been made. The 
mills were new, handsome and commo- 
dious, and proved of great assistance to the 
town. 

It was the intention a short time ago to 
demolish the brick buildings and recon- 
struct them near a good stream. 

Speaking of streams reminds me that 
Porto Rico is especially adapted to the 
construction of paper mill plants, as 
swift-running streams are numerous. Lo- 
cal tradesmen have commented upon the 
advantage, but they dowbt seriously if 
American capital will develop the water 
power in the paper mill industry to any ex- 
tent.

Trade in this city has been very good 
this week. I am told that this is the time 
of the year when the paper makers should 
have business, if there is any to be had, and 
some of the Holyoke mills have been get- 
ting it during the week just past. It 
stated among the manufacturers that fine 
writings have had about as much demand 
as any grade of paper, and some of the 
mills have received very fair orders during 
the week. Book papers still continue to 
hold their own, and there has been a fair 
demand for envelope papers, both from the 
plants in the United States Envelope Com- 
pany and from factories outside of the com-

that before long there will be some com- 
petition in the envelope business to make 
trade better for the manufacturers. 
There has been little improvement in trade 
in ledgers, but first-class ledgers are un- 
changed. Second-class papers have not sold 
as well during the past few days. In other 
lines trade is about as it has been for some 
weeks—-sometimes better and then again 
not as good—but on the whole the manu- 
facturers have little cause this week for 
complaint, and it is likely that for the bal- 
ance of the year trade with the Holyoke 
mills will continue good. At least all of the 
manufacturers have hopes. The men on the 
road have reported that business was some- 
what better than they expected to find it, 
owing to the reports which have been re- 
ceived relative to the condition of trade, 
and it is likely that the salesmen will re- 
turn with good-sized orders. 

“Did you ever stop think,” said a 
well-known local engineer the other day, 
“that modern paper mills do not pay a 
profit, or even pay expenses?” As thinking 
along this line is considered bad form by

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Boston society, as pictured by “Del.,” I 
told him I had not. “Well,” said he, ‘such 
is the fact.” He then named a number of 
modern mills, which he said were not pay- 
ing expenses, and asked the reason. One of 
the cases cited was that of the Marshall Pa- 
per Company, which has recently made an 
assignment. He stated that the mill of the 
company was modern in all respects. The 
machinery was selected with care, pains 
being taken to secure the best and latest 
improved and approved machines for doing 
the various branches of work, and a mod- 
ern mill was erected after much search and 
careful study. Now after running only a 
comparatively short period the company 
has been obliged to assign for the benefit of 
its creditors. “I could name a number of 
modern mills, with the latest and most im- 
proved machinery, which are not paying 
above running expenses, and

some of them are not doing that,” he said, 
and then asked the question if modern pa 
per making was a_ profitable invest- 


ment. In looking at the above proposi 
tion there are many things that must be 
considered before a conclusion can be ar- 
rived at. Because one or possibly three or 
four modern mills are not paying manifest 
dividends is no reason to believe that a 
modern mill would not or does not pay. 
Modern mills with modern machinery do 
pay, and pay well, and any paper maker of 
experience knows that fact. Because under 
the conditions existing the past few years 
the fact that a mill has not paid is not suffi- 
cient reason to believe that the mill will 
not pay or to condemn it on the general 
principle that it is a “modern” mill. There 
have been many business ventures obliged 
to liquidate during the past three years. 
Business conditions have been such that it 
has been very hard to maintain a long es- 
tablished trade, to say nothing of getting 
new trade and starting a new business. The 
business conditions have been such that 
it was hardly to be expected to start a 
flourishing business at once, and without 
sufficient capital to run a plant for some 
time without return. The mill of the 
Marshall Paper Company, started under the 
right conditions, can be made to pay, be- 
cause it is a modern mill, and the paper can 
be turned out as cheaply as in any mill of 
the kind in New England. 

Quite frequently one hears vague rumors 
concerning the combination of the fine 
writing mills, but one must be nearer “the 
inner circles” to know definitely concern- 
ing the combination plans than your cor- 
respondent is. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that some effortsare being madein the 
direction of organizing by the men most in- 
terested in the scheme, and I am led to be- 
lieve that these men are not engaged in 
business in this city. It would be more for 
the benefit of outside manufacturers to 
complete an organization of this kind than 
it would for the Holyoke mills. Mills out- 
side the city, which are not so favorably 
situated, would be greatly benefited by sell- 
ing their plants to a new company for two 
or three times their valuations,

In Germany  sulphite manufacturers 
have been subjected to severe restrictions 
at the hands of the authorities, owing to 
the waste from the factories seriously pol- 
luting the river and streams. Unless suc- 
cessful measures were adopted to avoid 
pollution there was no alternative in sey- 
eral instances but for mills to cease opera- 
tions. 


Under these circumstances, the Papier 
and Zellstoff Fabriken, of Unterkochen- 
Wolfach, large producers of sulphite, of- 
fered a prize of 10,000 marks to the in- 
ventor of the best system for treating the 
waste lye, etc., in order to avoid pollution 
troubles. Naturally, considerable interest 
was shown in the matter by experts, and 
the number of tenders received up to April 
1, 1808, amounted to eighty-three. Ger- 
many contributed seventy-five, the remain- 
der being received from America, Great 
Britain, Scandinavia, and Austria-Hun- 
gary. 

Upon examination seventy-eight were 
rejected as being unsuitable for the condi- 
tions prevailing at the works. In some in- 
stances there was no proof of efficacy, and 
in other cases, while minimizing the nui- 
sance in one direction, the processes would 
create further difficulties in other direc- 
tions.

The World, Chatham, N. B., says: “T! 
steamer Tiber sailed on Monday with 1,200 
tons of pulp, shipped by the Maritime Su!- 
phite Fibre Company. She will call a 
Halifax, discharge the freight she brough: 
from Montreal for that port, and take on 
400 tons of pulp that the company hag {or- 
warded to that port by rail. The Tiber’s 
St. John freight, four carloads, was for- 
warded by rail from Chatham. The pulp 
taken by the steamer from here is valued at 
$40,000. The company has the option of send- 
ing the Tiber either to Halifax or St. John 
to load the balance of cargo, and chose 
Halifax because the Intercolonial bid lower 
to Halifax than the Canadian Pacific and 
Canada Eastern to St. John for the car- 
riage of the 400 tons of pulp. Competition 
between rival railways is a big thing for 
shippers of freight.”

Question.—One of our digesters was re- 


rivets were too close together for the 
greatest strength of seam.

Is not a seam all the stronger the more 


rivets there are in it? I am certain that a 


stronger than with rivets two feet apart, 
and that with rivets four inches apart it 


then, did the inspector mean by saying 
that the rivets were too close together for 
the greatest strength of seam? 
Answer.—-The inspector is right. Rivets 
too close together weaken a seam as surely 
as when spaced too far apart, but in a dif- 
ferent manner. Assume that rivets spaced 
| 4 inches apart make the strongest possible 
| seam; then, if the rivets are spaced 5 inches 
apart there are too few rivets to hold the 
strain. In other words: The rivet section 
becomes too small, while the plate section 
is correspondingly increased. If we place 
the rivets 3 inches apart we are getting 
more rivet section than is necessary, and 
cutting down the plate section. This may 
be realized very forcibly by considering 
the distance between the rivets to be de- 
creased until they actually touch one 
another. In this case the plate section 
would be entirely removed, and there 
would be no strength whatever to the 
seam. 
It was to a cutting out of too much of 
| the plate section that the inspector allud- 
ed when he made the remarks to which 
you refer. There is, however, a way of in- 
creasing the plate section without increas- 
ing the pitch of the rivets, and that is by 
making the rivets smaller. But this does 
not work well beyond a certain limit, and 
there is a certain diameter of rivet which, 
in connection with a certain pitch or spac- 
ing, gives the greatest possible section of 
both rivet and plate. To fully discuss the

Question.—What is the cheapest as well

This requires the tank to be located 40 to 
60 feet above the machine, and higher if 
possible, in order to secure a good work- 
ing head at the hose. But there is no need 
much pressure on the machine 
water supply.

Dear Sir—The collector of customs has 
complained of the great difficulty he has 
in obtaining from importers the inward 
entries for goods from foreign ports, and 
| informs us that unless such entries are 
| made at the proper time and place he may 

be under the necessity of declining to al- 
low goods to be discharged from the ship, 
| or removed from the quay. 

We have therefore decided that in future 
warehousing instructions must be handed 
to us twenty-four hours before the vessel's 
arrival, accompanied in every case by the 
inward customs entry (in duplicate), 
signed and filled up by the importers, with 
the particulars necessary to enable us to 
lodge such entry at the custom house, and 
failing receipt of the customs entry form 
so completed we shall be compelled to 
land the goods on the quays—which other- 
| wise we might be able to load direct ex- 

ship for store—until the entry has _ been 

passed, in which case you will be debited 
with the quay delivery charge in addition 
to the warehousing charges. 

The customs authorities require the en- 
try form in duplicate.

The contract was given to an 
Edinburgh firm, who have carried it out 
successfully; and the installation, while 
surpassed by some jute mills, is under- 
stood to be the largest in any paper-mak- 
ing works in Scotland. An engine of 100 
horse-power furnishes power through the 
medium of patent Brush clutches to three 
shunt-wound continuous-run dynamos, two 
of which are of 140 amperes each, and the 
third of 80 amperes. The dynamos can be 
worked up to 250 volts. Upon the switch- 
board are placed twelve switches, directing 
the current to as many sections of the 
mills.
